while others imagine that they have had a great many 
more. 
The history of love is like a picture engraven

The heart of man is like that paper— 
clouded, spongy, spotted, smooth, hard, coarse, fine, or 
soft, as it may happen.

ed ; in others they become so faint, on exposure to the 
air of the world, that they are nearly or altogether in­ 
visible.
